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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-7, 9, 11-19, 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The new and amended 
claims appear to contain subject matter which may not have been described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. In response to this rejection, specific support for each newly added limitation 
and claim is required. Where explicit support cannot be provided, sufficient explanation 
of how support is inherently present is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 9, 15-18 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The entire portion of claim 1 from lines 3-5 is indefinite and problematic. For 
example, that the margin "is designed to" perform a certain function leaves uncertain 
what features of the invention accomplish the intent of the design. In fact, it is not clear 
if the design intent is accomplished at all in the actual claimed apparatus. 
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Still in claim 1 , lines 3-5, the wording "fastening said margin by means of a 
fastening means" is unclear and redundant. This phraseology neither invokes 35 USC 
112, 6 th paragraph, nor clearly describes the fastening means and its relationship to the 
margin. 

Regarding claim 1, line 5, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention and whether other parts could be "read into" the claim that are not recited. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

It appears that the claims will be allowable on the merits thereof and over the 
prior art, subject to appropriate correction in response to the rejections under 35 USC 
1 12, 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs, and subject to thorough demonstration of support for the 
new limitations in the claims. This is not a Quayle action because whether the claims 
present allowable subject matter on the merits thereof over the prior art, will depend on 
how they are amended in response to the present rejections.
